Approximately ?i 00 pm Adamclk and nyself 
were advised by Captain Frits to return to Irving and bring In Michael Paine. 
Vo the*! contacted MeCabe and returned and brought Michael ' alne to our office 
and talked to hia until approximately 9»30 V" when Adamolk and I took an

home watching TV when th news of Oswald* a being shot cane on. I reported 
to the office as soon as I could get there, arriving arproxiaately lt30 pn.
